1. REJECTION ON THE GROUND OF NONSTATUTORY DOUBLE PATENTING 



A. Claims 1, 3-8, and 13 

Claims 1. 3-8, and 1 3 are provisionally rejected on the ground of nonstatutory double 
pfft^ri^g over claims 10-18 of co-pending Application Serial No. 10/729,070. Applicants, while 
not acquiescing to the substance of the rejections, are submitting a Terminal Disclaimer with 
respect to U.S. Patent AppUcation Serial No. 10/729.070. As such, the rejection under the 
judicially created doctrine of double patenting is overcome. 



B. Claiim 14-15 and 17-18 

Claims 14-15 and 17-18 are provisionally rejected on the ground of nonstamtory double 
patenting over claims 21-26 of co-pending AppUcation Serial No. 10/729,070. Applicants, while 
not acquiescing to the substance of the rejections, are submitting a Terminal Disclaimer with 
respect to U.S. Patent AppUcation Serial No. 10^729.070. As such, the rejection under the 
judicially created doctrine of double patenting is overcome. 



C. Claims 19-23 

Claims 1 9-23 are provisionally rqected on the ground of nonstatutory double patenting 
over claims 21-26 of co-pending Application Serial No. 10/729,070. AppUcants, while not 
acquiescing to the substance of the rejections, are submitting a Terminal Disclaimer with respect 
to U.S. Patent Application Serial No. 10/729,070. As such, the rejection under the judicially 
created doctrine of double patenting is overcome. 
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D. Claim 2 

Claim 2 is provisionally rejected on the ground of nonstatutory obviousness-type double 
patenting as being unpatentable over claim 17 of co-pending Application Serial No. 10/729,070 
in view of Ling et al. (WO 02/07821 1). Applicants, while not acquiescing to the substance of 
the rejections, are subinittine a Terminal Disclaimer with respect to U.S. Patent Application 
Serial No. 1 0/729,070. As such, the rejection under the judioiaUy created doctrine of double 
patenting is overcome. 

E. Claim 11 

Claim 1 1 is provisionally rejected on the ground of nonstatutory obviousness-type double 
patenting as being unpatenteble over claims 17 of co-pending Application Serial No. 10/729,070 
in view of Raleigh et al. (US Patent 6,452,981). Apphcants, while not acquiescing to the 
substance of the rejections, are submitting a Terminal Disclaimer with respect to U.S. Patent 
Serial Application No. 10/729,070. As such, the rqection under the judicially created doctrine 
of double pateoting is overcome. 

F. Claim 12 

Claim 12 is provisionally rejected on the ground of nonstamtory obviousness-type double 
patenting as being unpatentable over claims 17 of co-pending Application Serial No. 10/729,070 
in view of Raldgh et al. and further in view of Boros et al. (US Patent 6,668,161). Applicants, 
while not acquieschig to the substance of the rejections, are submitting a Terminal Disclaimer 
with respect to U.S. Patent Application Serial No. 10/729,070. As such, the rejection under the 
judicially created doctrine of double patenting is overcome.
